Of the Complication of the Courſes with 
4 Ares Diſeaſes. 


Here is ſcarce any thing that dogs + 
ſturb Phyſicians more, and which 
makes them err ſo much, as the complica- # 
tion of the Courſes with Diſeaſes 3- and 
this happens chiefly fix ways. Firſt, When 

a Diſcaſe happens juſt whenſthe Courſes are 
about to come. Secondly, If by reaſon of 
the invaſion of a Diſeaſe, the Courſes come 

| before their doe time. Thirdly, If the 
time of the Courſes and of the Diſeaſe 
are complicated, ſo that-they come toge» 
ther. Fourthly, 1f the Courſes being ſup- 

prefſed, delayed or leſſened, a Diſeaſe 

comes upon them upon-an other account, 
Fifthly, If by reaſon of a Diſeaſe pre-ex- 
ſting, a ſuppreſſion or delay ofthe Cour- 
ſes is the cauſe of the increaſe of the Di- 
eale and its Sywptoms.- Sixthly, 'If when 
there is a Diſeaſe, the Courſes flow.. - - - 
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If therefore the Courſes are juſt about 
to flow, when the Diſeaſe is beginning, or 
in the proceſs of it, we muſt conſider 
whether the Diſeaſe be one of thoſe, which 
1s occaſioned by the Womb, in which caſe 
» & if the Diſeaſe requires bleeding withour 
any delay, we muſt draw it from the foor, 
that. it may be let out by a convenient 
Ways that the Womb may be evacuated, 
and the cauſe expelled, But if the  Di- 
feaſe ariſes from the whole Body, or from 
ſome principal member of it ; that Vein 
of the Arm (moſt affirm ) muſt be opened, 
which chiefly r the part affected :

The firſt 18 performed when the Blood 
ruſhes out of the upper parts, by waſhiag 
the Arms, Head, and Face, with cold Wa- 
ter, and by farbearing the exerciſe of 
thoſe parts, . eſpecially ſinging and ſpeaking 
alond. The ſecond is perform*d by open- 
ing the lower Veins, three or Four. days 
| before the Blood breaks out, and by Cup- 
- Ing-Glaſſes applied 40. the Thighs and 
Legs ſometimes with, ſometimes without 
Scarification, by provoking the _Hemorr- 
hoids, by Running, by Walking, Fomens- 
tations, and Baths made of opening Herbs. 
but the Bath water is eſpecially commend-: 
ed, and the Sick muſt bath in them often. 
a good while after Meals, but the water | 
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muſt not riſe above the Navel, and at the 
ſame-time the npper parts be cooPd by fan- 
ning them. 

If the Blood flow by the Hemorrhoids, 
the Cure is very difficult ; for if you uſe 
things to draw downwards, they bring 
them alſo to the Fundament, and if you 
uſe aftringent things to it, they by near- 
neſs of the parts, repell what ſhould be 
brought to.the Womb; ſo that the only 
way of Cure is to apply ſuch things to the 
Womb as may allure the Blood thither,

Conception is alſo hindred when the 
Seed is not ſufficiently nouriſhed in the 
Womb, as when the Intemperies of the

{ipates it, or over-moilſt or-dry. 


The Age fit for Conception is from 
fourteen to fifty, and therefore thoſe Wo- 
men that are younger or older do not con- 
ceive, by reaſon of a defe&t of Seed and 
menſtruous Blood, yet it muſt be confefſed,; 
that fome Women have conceived who 
never had their Courſes. 

A diſproportion betwixt the” Mans and 
Womans Seed is alſo the occaſion of Bar- 
renneſs, tho there is no ſenſible defeft in 
either, and it happens ſometimes that the 
ſame Man has Children by another Wo- 


man, and the ſame Woman Children by 
* another Man, when together they were 
. "D 4 _ Child» 
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Childleſs. It comes to paſs ſometimes 
that after a Woman has converſed tenor 
more. Years with her Husband, and has 
not conceived, afterwards ſhe has had Chil. 
dren, the cauſe whereot 1s the change of 
her Conſtitution by time. 
Having made frequent mention of Wo. 
mens Sced,I muſt here acquaint you that ma- 
ny Learned Phyſicians and Anatomilſts deny 
that Women have any Secd, for ſome Wo- 
men ſend forth no humour as is called Seed, 
and yet they are Fruitful enough, - yea ſome 
. after they have begun to emit ſuch an hu- 


mour,tho indeed they took great pleaſure in 
. Copulation, yet grew leſs fruitful than be- i 


_ fore. ?Tis alſoſaid by ſome that a ſemi- 
nal Air or Vapour ariſing from the Mans 
Seed, and not the Seed it ſelf canſes.Con-

- That pa 
is called the Privities which ape at firſt 
ſight without difſeCtion, it reaches from the 
lower part of the Os Pubis, withinan Inchof 
the Fundament;it is leſs and clofer in Maids, 
than in thoſe that have born Children. Ir

ows thicker, and meeting upon the mid= 

dle of the Os Pubis makes that riſing that 
is called the Hill of PYenzs; its outward ſub- 

ſtance is Skin covered with Hair,- as the 

Lips are, which begin to grow in this place 

about the age of Fourteen ; the inner ſub- 

ſtance of the Hill of Peru chiefly co 
(9 
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of Fat, which makes it bunch up, which in 
Copulation hinders the bones of. the Pubes 
of the Man and Woman to hit one againſt 
another, which would by cauſing pain abate 
the Venereal pleaſure, A. Muſcle ſpringing 
from the ſphinCer of the Fundameat lies 
under this Fat. Its Office is to ſtraighten 
the Orifice of the Sheath, The Nymphs 
. and the Clitoris appear when the Lips are 
drawn a little aſide: The Nymphs ſtand next 
the Urine, as it ſpouts out from the Blad- 
der, and keeps the Lips from. being wet; 
they are placed on each ſide, juſt within the 
Lips, they are two fleſhy and ſoft Produdti- 
ons beginning at,the upper part of the Pri- 
vities, where they make. that wrinkled 
membranous Production, which cloaths the 
_ Clitoris like a Fore-skin : "They are in ſhape 
and colour like the Thrils that hang under 
a Cocks Throat, they have a red ſubſtance 
partly Fleſhy, partly Membranous;. with- 
3n. Soft and Spongy, compoſed looſly of 
ſmall Membranes and Veſſels, fo that they 
are very eaſily diſtended by the inflox of the 
Animal Spirits and Arterial Blood. They 
are .larger in grown Maids than in Young, 
. and grow larger upon the yſe of Venery; 
and after the Bearing of Children; their uſe 
. 5 to defend the inner Parts, and to cover 
the paſſage of tlie Urine, and a good part 
ef the.

'K part of the Privity, Betwixt the Nymphs 
BE is placed theClitorisz it anſwers to a Man's 
Yard, in , ſituation, ſubſtance, erefti- 
on,. and differs from it only in length and - 
bigneſs. 'Thoſe that are called Hermo- _ 
phrodites have it ſo long and big, as to be 
able to Converſe with-Women in the man» 
ner of Men. They are not of two Sexs as 
is commonly reported; only their Stones 
are placed in the Lips of the Privities, and 
their Clitoris 1s-preternaturally extended: 
; | But in moſt it does not appear uvleſs the 
Lips are drawn aſide: It is alittle, long and 
| round Body, it lies under the fat of the

The wrinkles are much more numerous and 
cloſe in Virgins, than in thoſe that have 
Born many Children, and in Whores that 
uſe frequent Copnulation, and in Women 
that have had the Whites a long while, tt 

It has very many Arteries and Veins, WW at 
ſome whereof inoſculate one with another, WM y; 
andothers not. By the Arteries that open WW hi 
into' it, the Courſes ſometimes flow in WW ta 
Women with Child, that are full of Blood. 
Theſe Vellels bring plenty of Blood to it 
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in Copulation, which by heating and puf- 
fing vp the Sheath increaſes the pleaſure, 
and hinders the Man's Seed from coolin 
before it is conveyed to the Womb, Ft 
along the Sheath there are abundance of 
Pores, from whence a thin Humour always 
flows, eſpecially in Copulation, and in- 
creaſes the pleaſure of the Woman, and is 
that which is ſuppoſed to be her Seed. Near 
its outer end, under the Nymphs, 'in its 
vpper part, it receives the Neck of the 

adder. In Virgins its paſſage is ſonarrow, 
that at their firſt Converſation with a Man, 

# they have commonly more pain than plea- 

ſure, by reaſon of the extenſion of it by the 
Virile Member, which breaks ſome ſmall 
Veſſels, from whence Blood iſſues, . | 
_ The Hymen is a thin nervons Mem- 
brane, interwoven with fleſhy Fibres, and. 
endowed with many little Arteries, and 

Veins, behind the inſertion of the Neck of 

the Bladder, with a hole in the midſt, that 

will admit the top of ones little foger, 
whereby the Courſes flow, it is alſo called 
the Girdle of Chaſtity. But it is broken 
and bleeds at the firſt Copulation, and ne- 
ver cloſes again. But tho* a Man when 
he finds theſe fignsof Virginity, may cer- 
tainly conclude hehas Married a Maid 
yet if they are wanting, it does not neceſ-

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for the Hymen may be corroded by ſhary 
Humours flowing through it with the Cour-

ly neceſiary to Conception,finding no place 
nor entry, cannot, as they-ſay, be recti- 
_— contained in it : But it may bt 
bwered, that tho' the Womb be uſually 
exactly ſhut and cloſe, when a Woman 
has Conceived, yet it may be ſometimes

and expels what is convenient for it, ſo 
that there 1s no room for a menſtruous pur- 


gation, theſe are of a hot Conſtitution and 
| {uch asare termed Virago's, they are of a 


brown” * 
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brown Colour, of a compact Body, and 


their Loins and Burtocks are large, fo are 
the Breaſts and Shoulders, they have a great 
. Voice, are ſtrong and hairy, and this Con- 
ſtitution tho? it be the reaſon that Women 
are in health, yet it 1s contrary to their 
Sex, and the Courſe of Nature g and there- 


fore to be accounted vitious. But other 


Women are ſickly upon this account. 


if this Diſeaſe proceed from an hot In- 


temperies of the Womb, it may be known 
by a great pain in the part, and by the 
heat of the whole Belly : a dry Imtempe- 
q ries may be-known by long Fevers going be- 
fore, and a thin habit of Body, but in time

Herbs, as Endive, Sorrel, Lettice, - Spi- 
nage, and the like; Oranges are alſo good, 
and roaſted Apples, and ftewed Prunes 3 
their Drink muſt be ſmall Beer ; their Sleep 
and Exerciſe muſt be moderate ; for violent 
Exerciſe and frequent walking are plainly 
injurious, and ſo are diſturbances of the 


Mind. 
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Mind, Secondly they muſt Bleed twice or . 
thrice a Year in the Foot, and for ſome. 


days they muſt take ſuch things as are pro- 


per to qualifie the hot and bilious Humours, 


as the waters and ſyrups of Purſlain,Succory | 


Endive, Violets, and the like, and let them 
be Purged with the following Medicines. 
T ake of the beſt Rhubarb two Scruples, infuſe 


it a whole night in four ounces of Endive water, | 


ſtrain it in the morning,. and add to it an ounce | 


of Manna, or of the pulp of Caſſia, and an | 


ounce of ſyrup of Reſes ſolutive.
